DISNEYLAND’S MOST 
UNIQUE SHOP OPENS 


The DISNEYLAND LINE, the EYES & EARS 
counterpart at Disneyland, printed a story last 
week concerning their newest merchandise lo- 
cation, a unique and interesting shop on Main 
Street called “Disneyana - Walt Disney Collec- 
tibles.” We thought you might be interested in 
this new “old” store, a forerunner for a possibly 
similar shop here at Walt Disney World. Here is 
a reprint of portions of the article. 

“If you are a Disney memorabilia collector, or 
just in the market for high quality Disney- 
themed merchandise, Disneyana could have 
something for you. Just visiting the shop is a 
real experience. Recognizing the popular trend 
of ‘collectibles’ in America, Walt Disney 
World’s Merchandise Division collected a vari- 
ety of items, both new and old, to display and 
sell in this new Emporium complex addition.” 

We talked with Ralph Kent, Creative Man- 
ager, Design & Development, and Bill Uglow, 
Merchandise Manager here in Florida. They 
explained that a Walt Disney World merchan- 
dise buyer makes all of the selections and 
purchases for the California shop. The buyer 
travels from New York to Seattle in search of 
“classic” Disney merchandise to stock the 
store. Of particular interest to us here is the fact 
that they are currently looking into the possibil- 
ity to a similar “collectibles” shop at Walt Dis- 
ney World. 

“Walt Disney Productions began merchan- 
dizing goods in 1930 with such children’s items 
as Mickey Mouse school tablets and stuffed 
toys. Disney collectors started their priceless 
collections here, in late 1929 and early 1930, 
with both merchandise and the first Mickey 
Mouse. cartoon strips. Soon, handkerchiefs, 
games, sport balls and other toys were man- 
ufactured, and by 1932 a great amount of Mic- 
key Mouse-themed merchandise was on the 
market. 

“The new Disneyana shop features an in- 
teresting display of these collectibles in good 
condition from the 1930’s and 1940’s. These 
valued items were purchased mainly from two 
antique stores in New York and Seattle that 
specialize in Disney collectibles. Private collec-

tors were also contacted and asked to sell some 
of their assemblage of character merchandise. 
The result can be seen today on Main Street. 

“Disneyana will always be in the market for 
additional merchandise. Millions of Americans 
probably have some of these collectibles stored 
in their closets and attics from childhood, and 
that is where the continuing supply will come 
from. 

“Whenever Disney collectibles are sold, the 
guest will be asked to leave his or her name and 
address to keep an account of where each piece 
of merchandise is located.” 

Russell Schroeder, senior artist in the Design 
& Development Department here, went to 
California for the shop’s opening. Russell, who 
has been an avid Disney collector most of his 
life, has coupled his knowledge of Disney pro- 
ducts with his job of designing Character Mer- 
chandise for Walt Disney World. This made 
him an appropriate staff member for the shop’s 
opening earlier this month. 

He inspected the merchandise and cataloged 
all of the collectibles. With every “old” item 
sold, the buyer gets a specially designed card, 
written by Russell, explaining such history as 
when the item was originally sold, what motion 





picture it is derived from, and a brief descrip- 


tion of the item. He also worked in the store for 
three days after its opening to assist with addi- 
tional information and answer questions. 

“Aside from being a merchandise location, ” 
Russell said, “this is a showplace of Disney 
creativity through the years. The shop offers 
our guests fine quality,artistic merchandise, as 
well as what can become priceless additions to 
Disney collections.”
